A. I. GERMAN COURT JURISDICTION REQUESTS 

H. MEMBERS OF US FORCES BERLIN INVOLVED IN 
LAW SUITS OR OTHER LEGAL ACTION IN GERMAN COURT SYSTEM 
IN BERLIN. 

HI. RECORD INCLUDES A REQUEST FROM GERMAN 
AUTHORITIES AS TO WHETHER THEY MIGHT EXERCISE JURISDICTION 
OVER CASE INVOLVING MEMBER OF US FORCES, AND RECORD OF 
WHETHER OR NOT JURISDICTION WAS GRANTED. FILE DOES NOT

III. RECORD NORMALLY INCLUDES CORRESPONDENCE 
BETWEEN INDIVIDUAL REQUESTING ASSISTANCE AND MISSION AND 
FREQUENTLY BETWEEN MISSION AND GERMAN AUTHORITIES. 
GENERALLY FINANCIAL OFFICIALS IN SENAT OFFICES CHARGED 
WITH PROCESSING SUCH CLAIMS. (INITIAL LETTERS ARE 
FREQUENTLY PASSED TO MISSION FROM DEPARTMENT.) RECORD
